The origin al action , accepted 
by the high cou rt for hearin g, 
was brou ght by fiv e piain tiff 
Ju dges on behalf of all district 
ju dges in the state.

Two Bilis Cited 
The su it, filed by Lin coln at­ 
torn ey Herman G i n s b u r g ,

The defen dan t officials hav e re­ 
fu sed to pay the salary in crease 
u n til Jan .

The plain tiff ju dges also con ­ 
ten d that retiremen t ben efits for 
the district ju dges shou ld be 
compu ted u n der LB1070 from 
the effectiv e date of the $22.000 
salary .

NPPD To Get Out Of Farm Areas

D. W. Hill of Colu mbu s, gen eral man ager

n ewly -con solidated Nebraska

Power District, Thu rsday promised ru ral elec­ 
tric leaders that the n ew wholesale agen cy 
“in ten d(s) to get ou t of y ou r hair in ru ral 
farm areas.” 
Hill told delegates to the 34th an n u al con ­ 
v en tion 
of 
the 
Nebraska 
Ru ral 
Electric 
Association that NPPD will meet its earlier 
commitmen ts 
to 
“sell 
ou r 
ru ral f a r m 
cu stomers” to the ru ral electric districts. 
That promise was made in ex chan ge for 
the cooperation which ru ral districts prov ided 
in waiv in g their legal right to first claim on 
the pu rchase of the properties of the old 
Nebraska Pu lbic Power Sy stem which were 
merged in to the n ew district, Hill n oted. 
On In div idu al Basis 
NPPD will sell its ru ral retail farm bu sin ess 
to the districts on an in div idu al basis, he said. 
Hill also told ru ral leaders that he will 
propose that the NPPD board of directors “hire 
some ou tside help to make a complete stu dy ” 
of the wholesale rate stru ctu re. 


“Un til that is don e, it is goin g to be most 
difficu lt to fin alize power su pply con tracts with 
the ru rals,” he poin ted ou t.

Many Egyptians Die; Israel 
Captures Island And Radar

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from a coastal station at Ras 
Ghareb, 75 miles to the n orth in 
the gu lf. 
Israeli au thorities said the at­ 
tackin g force wou ld leav e on ce 
the operation was completed. 
They were still there Thu rsday 
n ight. Ex perts had been called 
in to decide if other equ ipmen t 
was worth remov in g. 
Captu red In 6 Hou rs 
Shadwan , a 
ban an a-shaped 
islan d con sistin g mostly of rocks 
an d coral, was captu red after 
six hou rs of fightin g an d at a 
cost of 19 Egy ptian an d three 
Israeli l i v e s , accordin g to 
military reports here. 
The death toll was probably 
higher. Two Egy ptian torpedo 
boats racin g toward the islan d 
were hit an d su n k by Israeli jets 
10 miles sou th of Shadwan du r­ 
in g the fightin g. Each boat car­ 
ries 20 men . 
The Israeli 
soldiers, 
all 
v eteran s of prev iou s comman do 


action s, were in stru cted to take 
as man y prison ers as possible. 
By midaftern oon they had cap­ 
tu red 41 members of the Egy p­ 
tian garrison . 
The Israeli army spokesman 
said the raid mu st be con sidered 
“within the con tex t of cu rren t 
military operation s takin g place 
as a resu lt of Egy pt’s decision to 
ren ou n ce the cease-fire.” 
The spokesman s o u g h t , 
therefore, to associate the raid 
with a n ew lev el of Israeli aerial 
activ ity in the 
Nile 
Delta. 
Military targets n ear Cairo an d 
n ear in du strial sites hav e been 
hit fou r times in the last few 
weeks. 
Israel, in effect, is con du ct­ 
in g a pre-emptiv e war aimed 
at redu cin g the E g y p t i a n 
military capacity to a poin t 
where a pre-emptiv e strike of 
the kin d Israel lau n ched in 1967 
to en d a military threat will n ot 
be requ ired. 


Lead time for a secon d u n it — whether 
it is con v en tion ally -fu eled or n u clear — is six 
y ears, Hill said, an d the secon d u n it will be 
n eeded by abou t 1976-77. 
The n u clear u n it at Cooper Station shou ld 
be operation al in 1972, “an d hopefu lly in the 
sprin g of that y ear as origin ally schedu led,” 
despite delay s primarily cau sed by labor prob­ 
lems, Hill said. 
Other problems which mu st be resolv ed 
are refin an cin g of ou tstan din g bon ds to com­ 
plete the wholesale merger an d the issu e of 
power su pply to mu n icipalities, he n oted. 
Hopes To Av oid Fights 
As for the latter, he said, “I hope we’re 
n ot goin g to hav e to hav e these dogfights ov er 
who serv es mu n icipal loads. Bu t, I’v e n ev er 
ru n from a fight, an d I won ’t ru n from this 
on e.” 
NREA Gen eral Man ager Dick Wilkerson 
ou tlin ed his plan s for ex pan ded association ac­ 
tiv ities, particu larly in dev elopin g “a more ac­ 
tiv e an d aggressiv e legislativ e program.”

An d, he said, he “feel(s) s u r e con tract 
problems (with the n ew district) will be resolv ­ 
ed reason ably soon .”

By DEAN TERRILL 
Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Fairbury — Nine decades of 
nursery operation went ov er the 
auction block Thursday in the 
form of ev ery thing from potato 
planters to a hand cider press. 
But owner Roy Hurlburt, who 
was born into the business 79 
y ears ago, declined to pronounce 
a full benediction. He’ll still be 
around for a bit of tree trim­ 
ming, he assured the clusters of 
old friends. 
“ I’m not ex actly quitting, just 
backing up a bit,” he announced 
as the sale opened. “ If y ou know 
me, y ou know I’ll probably ev en 
scare up a little nursery stock to 
sell.” 
But Fairbury Nurseries 
as 
such became history with the 
last bid elicited by auctioneer 
Harold Siegel. Walking plows, 
horsecollars and antique wood 
stov es helped recount its story . 
Known as Fairbury Nurseries 
since 18 9 8 , the business had 
ev olv ed from the old Carpenter 
and Gage Company . It had been 
one of fiv e bustling nurseries in 
the v icinity of Bower — a com­ 
munity nine 
miles 
north 
of 


Fairbury now marked by a lone 
farm house and school. 
The nursery gained regional 
fame through its shipments of 
seed and “ most any thing that 
grew.” Hurlburt’s father and 
uncle, C. M. and Lew Hurlburt, 
ran the business along with an 
aunt, 
Mrs. 
Millie 
Hurlburt 
Burbridge. 
“ We ev en printed catalogs in 
the early day s and ran ads in 
more than 50 newspapers,” said 
Roy . “ We mov ed to Fairbury in 
19 05 and hav e been in the same 
building ev er since.” 


The owner’s daughter, Ella 
Mae, has been associated with 
the nursery as bookkeeper. The 
building being closed had been 
used as a nursery since 18 8 4. 
Getting the most attention at 
the auction was a 12-horse tree 
plow, a curiosity ev en to the 
oldest Oldtimers present. It sold 


i for $9 5.

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IN PERSPECTIVE

The news reports now flowing ou t of conqu ered Biafra tell a 
story at least as pathetic as earlier fears had anticipated. Delu ged 
with offers of help and admonitions to show mercy to the Biafrans, 
the Nigerian federal gov ernment stormed back that it wou ld take 
care of its own people. 
The gov ernment said that there was plenty of food on hand and 
that the only problem was one of distribu tion. It stated that the 
rebel popu lation wou ld be fairly treated and welcomed back as fu ll 
citizens of the cou ntry . 
Sev eral day s later, newsmen were permitted to enter the con- 
qnered territory and the story they hav e told is one of abu se and 
starv ation. The popu lation has been abu sed by Nigerian troops and 
v ast nu mbers of people, inclu ding many children, are starv ing to 
death. 


★ 
Deplorable conditions of liv ing are reported and widespread 
su ffering is seen. One of the latest news reports said that the 
federal gov ernment has been stu nned and embarrassed by the 
news reports. 
The entire situ ation seems to be a chaotic one in which all the 
normal disciplines of society hav e broken down. Perhaps it was to 
be ex pected bu t one might hope that the world had ou tgrown su ch 
things, that a v ictor in this day and age wou ld no longer look for 
spoils, bu t rather, for newly afforded opportu nities to serv e the 
cau se of mankind. 
The federal gov ernment, if it does not solv e this problem 
qu ickly , will reap a harv est of hatred and disillu sionment. It will 
store u p for itself great nu mbers of people who harbor in their 
hearts an awfu l animosity for the gov ernment u nder which they 
mu st liv e. 
On the contrary , these people cou ld be tu rned into loy al su b­ 
jects. They cou ld be transformed into citizens thankfu l of a 
gov ernment which gav e them back their hu manity and ev en life 
itself. What an asset for the nation this wou ld be compared to the 
liabilities that are being encou raged. 


Nor has the rest of the \ ^ l d seemed to learn mu ch of 
any thing from the Nigerian war. Almost daily , news accou nts tell 
of military aid going from one nation or another to some rebel 
grou p or some established official gov ernment. 
Pockets of rev olu tion are festering throu ghou t Africa and con­ 
flicts between nations continu e in all parts of the world. The 
disheartening story coming ou t of Biafra has seemed to impress 
the world v ery little. Ou r concern for hu man life remains mu ch 
less than it ou ght to be. 
If it is dismay ed by the news report, the national gov ernment 
need only open its ey es. It can see for itself what the newsmen 
hav e seen and it cou ld then act to end the su ffering and hardship 
that ex ist. 
Perhaps the national gov ernment has not known of the 
starv ation and persecu tion that are reported. One hopes this is the 
case and that the situ ation has now been clarified. If so, relief 
operations shou ld begin immediately and dignity once again 
restored to the land. 


And from Biafra, we might look at ou rselv es. Despite the ef- 
forts of recent y ears, 25 million citizens of ou r own nation are 
below the pov erty lev el ($3,6 00 for a family of fou r). Many of u s 
seem not to know abou t that, too. 
Either we do not know or we do not care. If we cared, we cou ld 
correct the situ ation ov ernight. We hav e an abu ndance of food and 
other forms of wealth with which to meet the hu man needs of all 
ou r people. 
There simply is no v alid reason for any one in this nation ac­ 
tu ally being hu ngry , mu ch less starv ing, bu t su ch situ ations do 
ex ist. If we can criticize conditions in Biafra, how mu ch more 
su bject to criticism are we for the pov erty in which millions of ou r 
own people liv e? 
Bu t we continu e with cu mbersome bu reau cracy which denies 
to many people ev en the meager su stenance of life to which we 
hav e said they are entitled. Conditions in Biafra are su rely 
lamentable bu t we hav e some things right here in ou r own 
backy ard that cry ou t for ou r attention bu t receiv e only ou r indif­ 
ference.

Carswell, now President Nix on’s nominee 
to fill a Su preme Cou rt v acancy , repu diated 
those statements ahead of the inv estigation of 
his fitness to serv e by the Senate Ju diciary 
Committee. “There is nothing in my priv ate 
life, nor is there any thing in my pu blic record 
of some 17 y ears (as an attorney and ju dge in 
the federal ju dicial sy stem), which cou ld 
possibly indicate that I hartwr racist sen­ 
timents or the insu lting su ggestion of racial 
su periority ,” he said Wednesday . His record, 
althou gh not liberal by most standards, wou ld 
apparently bear him ou t. 
How 
many 
people 
in 
positions 
of 
responsibility cou ld stand this sort of fierce 
scru tiny of their u nfortu nate statements of the 
past and the implications that cou ld be drawn 
from them now. On this point, it’s not fair to 
ju dge a man on remarks he made 22 y ears ago 
as a y ou ng, aspiring office-seeker.

Wall Street's Regulation Gap 


WASHINGTON - The na­ 
tion’s 35 million inv estors not 
only are plagu ed by plu nging 
stock 
prices 
and 
pi l i n g 
paperwork, bu t the brokers 
who handle stock transactions 
are so poorly regu lated that 
they hav e been getting away 
with law v iolations. 
This colu nm has tu rned u p 
ev idence, 
inclu ding 
official 
docu ments l a b e l e d “con­ 
fidential,” that the secu rities 
market is policed by most 
relu ctant regu lators. 
The New York Stock Ex ­ 
change, for instance, has shown 
a strange 
leniency 
toward 
brokerage firms that hav e been 
cau ght fleecing their cu stomers. 
The Secu rities and Ex change 
Commission, set u p to protect 
the pu blic, has also been slow 
to act. 
Some brokerage 
f i r m s , 
meanwhile, hav e blacklisted 
employ es who cooperated with 
officials to ex pose wrongdo­ 
ing. 
In one case, it took con­ 
gressional heat to get the SEC 
to mov e against 12 Lockheed 
officials, who are accu sed of 
du mping 
company 
s t o c k 
becau se they had inside dope 
on a cost scandal. They knew 
that Lockheed had ov ercharged 
the Air Force for the con­ 
trov ersial C5A t r a n s po r t 
plane. 
Before the scandal hit the 
headlines, 
the 
12 
insiders 
allegedly began selling their 
stock 
while 
the 
ordinary 
stockholders took a financial 
dru bbing. 
The SEC took testimony from 
only eight witnesses du ring its 
first fou r months of inv estiga­ 
tion. Not u ntil Rep. John Moss, 
D-Calif., began asking angry 
qu estions did the SEC begin 
swearing in new witnesses and 
sending ou t for field reports. 
Yet ev en now, eight months 
after the probe began, there is 
no SEC report and no action 
against any of them. One of the 
accu sed officials, former Vice 
President G. R. Makepeace, 
actu ally has mov ed into a high- 
lev el job with the Defense 
Department. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
Ev en more cu riou s is the 
case of McDonnell & Co., a 6 5- 


y ear-old firm whose activ ities 
hav e shaken the 
secu rities 
commu nity to its roots. 
Docu ments show the com­ 
pany was in trou ble as early as 
October 21, 19 68. The SEC 
learned that McDonnell hadn’t 
complied with the “net capital” 
prov ision of SEC regu lations, a 
v ital clau se that protects the 
inv estor. 
While the SEC dilly dallied, 
McDonnell stru ggled to set 
things right. 
Bu t corporate 
goofs, inclu ding a compu ter 
snafu and law v iolations by 
McDonnell employ es, soon had 
the firm on the edge of crisis. 
The company hired former 
Postmaster 
General 
Larry 
O’Brien, a man with ex cellent 
political connections, as presi­ 
dent. Bu t he qu it after sev en 
months, as one confidential 
docu ment pu ts it, ov er “the 
firm’s financial difficu lties.” 
Another official inv estigativ e 
record charges McDonnell with 
v iolations “of v irtu ally ev ery 
major SEC and New York 
Stock Ex change ru le gov erning 
broker-dealers.” 
These 
in­ 
clu de: 
“Failu re to comply with the 
net capital ru le, kilu re to 
comply with the margin re­ 
qu irements of 
the 
Federal 
Reserv e Board, manipu lations 
of cu stomers’ accou nts (and) 
falsification of actu al pu rchase 
or sale prices to cu stomers.” 
McDonnell’s problems forced 
it to shu t down or sell all bu t 
three of its 26 offices, and to cu t 
back drastically in other areas. 
In all this, the SEC took minor 
su spension 
action 
and 
t h e 
Stock Ex change indu lged the 
firm with similar wrist-slap- 
ping. 
In fairness, McDonnell did 
fire or su spend some offending 
employ es. Now, a y ear later, 
there is still no SEC report. 
This is stressed by the com­ 
pany itself, which told this col­ 
u mn: “There is no a c t i o n 
pending against the firm, either 
at the SEC or at the New York 
Stock Ex change.”

So seriou s are the McDonnell 
and 
Lockheed 
cases 
that 
Congressman Moss already is 
deep in an inv estigation. He is 
also s{X)nsoring a bill to giv e 
the small inv estor the kind of 


protection he gets in federally 
insu red banking institu tions. 
Moss fears the $25 million pool, 
set u p by the Stock Ex change, 
might not prov e enou gh to 
protect accou nts in a fu ll- 
fledged Wall Street scandal. 
Meanwhile the small share­ 
holder has only his broker’s 
good name to assu re him his 
money is safe. 
It wou ld be u nfair to lay the 
fau lt entirely at SEC’s door. 
The watchdog agency , whose 
left 
hand 
isn’t 
a l w a y s 
coordinated with 
the 
right 
hand, ru shes from case to case 
like 
an 
ov erworked 
fire 
department u nable to pu t ou t 
any one fire properly . 
The SEC is grossly 
u n­ 
derstaffed and u nderpaid. In 
the Lockheed case, for ex am­ 
ple, two of the fou r key staff 
inv estigators qu it in the middle 
of the probe to take better 
jobs. 
Congress is clearly to blame 
for small-mindedly assu ming 
that the miserly staff and 
ranshackle ru les set u p when 
Joe Kennedy headed the SEC 
in the 30s are adequ ate for the 
stock market ex plosion of the 
70s.

George Wallace has changed 
his post office box nu mber in 
Montgomery , Ala., from 1%8 to 
19 72 and is making 
other 
preparations to ru n for presi­ 
dent again. A ppa r e n t l y , 
howev er, he is better at making 
speeches on the political stu mp 
than he wou ld be at ru nning the 
nation. 
There is increasing ev idence, 
indeed, that he can’t ev en ru n 
his own political party .

New York Ponders Problems Of Mass Transit; 


Proposal To Increase Bridge And Tunnel Tolls 


WASHINGTON - Finding a 
proper relationship between the 
poor inner city and the pros­ 
perou s ou ter ring of su bu rbs is 
a genu ine American dilemma. 
Eu gene McCarthy and Robert 
Kennedy debated whether to 
enrich the life of the ghetto, 
which 
requ ires 
tax ing 
the 
su bu rbs, or to disperse the 
ghetto’s 
residents 
into 
the 
su bu rbs. 
The Kerner 
Com­ 
mission wrestled somewhat in­ 
conclu siv ely with the same 
problem, and one of the most 
controv ersial qu estions deriv ­ 
ing from it is whether to bu s 
school children from ghetto to 
su bu rb, or v ice v ersa, 
or 
both. 
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That is why the continu ing 
dispu te in New York City ov er 
how to finance a mass transit 
sy stem that no longer pay s for 
itself in farebox receipts is of 
more interest and broader im­ 
portance 
than 
many 
New 
Yorkers, fu ming ov er a 10-cent 
fare increase (to 30 cents a 
ride, with no transfers between 
bu s 
and 
su bway ) 
m a y 
realize. 


Solid 
ex perience 
v irtu ally 
ev ery where it has been tried 
su ggests that mass transit fare 
increases u su ally r e d u c e 
passenger v olu me. That is what 
the New York sy stem least 
needs, since it lessens the 
rev enu e effect of the increase 
and throws more au to traffic 
into streets along many of 
which it is already faster to 
walk than to ride. Ev en so, 
both Theodore W. Kheel, who 
was chairman of a committee 
to sav e the 20-cent fare, and 
John J. Gilhooley , a former 
transit au thority member, say 
flatly that the fare will hav e to 
go u p again in a y ear or so 
u nless new forms of su bsidy 
are prov ided. 


☆ ☆ ☆ 


Kheel has made proposals, 
arising from this backgrou nd, 
that wou ld break tte v iciou s 
cy cle of rising fares, declining 
v olu me and ev er more crowded 
streets; more important, these 
proposals 
su ggest 
an 
im­ 
aginativ e and practical means 
of bringing the su bu rb to the 
aid of the ghetto withou t a 
general tax rise. The ictea is to 
dou ble — or ev en more sharply 


increase — bridge and tu nnel 
tolls into Manhattan Island, 
with the proceeds prov iding the 
necessary su bsidy fu nds for the 
su bway . 


It is a literal fact that 
su bu rbanites driv ing into u rban 
places of work and entertain­ 
ment lay an u ntold dollar and 
manpower bu rden of street 
maintenance and traffic polic- 
ing on the city . Their cars, 
throu gh the noise they create, 
the space the absorb both 
mov ing and parked,, and the 
pollu tants they gu sh into the 
air, not to mention the dangers 
they pose to pedestrians and 
driv ers, are a primary cau se of 
the 
tension, 
u nease 
and 
discomfort of city life. 


These are facts any one can 
observ e for himself, not merely 
in Manhattan 
bu t 
in 
any 
downtown area of America — 
not least in Washington, u nder 
the windows of the White 
Hou se. More important ev en 
than these du biou s contribu ­ 
tions to the u rban scene is the 
less 
obv iou s 
role 
of 
the 
au tomobile in the v ery creation 
of su bu rbs and decay ing cities. 
The su bu rb, as we know it to­ 
day , is not really imaginable in 
any thing bu t an au tomobile 
cu ltu re; and the dev elopment 
of concentric su bu rban rings 
arou nd ev ery major city has 
been a leading cau se of the 
financial, 
b u s i n e s s 
and 
residential rot that has set in at 
the heart of most of them. 


☆ ☆ 
That dev elopjent also makes 
ev ery inner city , and Manhat­ 


tan literally , something of an 
island. It makes profou nd good 
sense, 
therefore, 
to 
raise 
su bstantially 
if 
not 
pro­ 
hibitiv ely the cost of reaching 
that island by au to. Its streets 
and parking facilities wou ld be 
reliev ed of congestion; a prime 
sou rce of air and noise pollu ­ 
tion wou ld be diminished w i t h 
splendid 
consequ ences 
for 
ev ery one’s 
lu ngs, 
eardru ms 
and nerv es; city traffic and 
street costs might decline, or 
serv ices improv e; fewer police 
might hav e to be div erted from 
crime to traffic; and mass 
transit passenger v olu me and 
rev enu es ou ght to increase 
greatly . 


Ev en those d e t e r m i n e d 
au tomobile 
commu ters 
who 
paid the higher tolls wou ld 
benefit — if not financially , at 
least in increased efficiency of 
bridges, tu nnels and freeway s; 
and 
that 
resu lt 
cou ld 
be 
elhanced by pegging tolls at 
their highest du ring what are 
now rash hou rs, in an effort to 
lev el ou t traffic v olu me throu gh 
the day . 


Most 
important, 
howev er, 
wou ld be the prov ision of 
su bsidy 
by 
relativ ely 
pros­ 
perou s su bu rbanites to hard- 
u p inner city dwellers who 
mu st depend on mass transit. 
This wou ld be altru ism only at 
first glance becau se, in addi­ 
tion to holding down liv ing 
costs in the ghetto and freeing 
mu nicipal resou rces for im­ 
prov ed serv ices, it wou ld im­ 
prov e the qu ality of city life for 
ev ery one.

more pennies to get that im­ 
portant letter deliv ered in one 
day . Bu t it’s ju st what y ou pay 
now for air mail—and this, they 
say , will be ju st as fast. 
Then, for mail y ou ’re in no 
particu lar hu rry abou t (like 
that check to y ou r landlord, for 
instance) y ou wou ld pay only 
sev en cents. 
Okay , so the cu rrent first- 
class rate is only six cents per 
ou nce.

deliv ery stamp, plu s the' regu ­ 
lar six cents, to ru sh a docu ­ 
ment 10 blocks down the street.

Wou ldn’t y ou rather pay a 
dime — and get it there — than 
51 cents for deliv ery that’s 
definitely not v ery special? 
That’s the argu ment Presi­ 
dent Nix on’s aides wiii u se if 
they can work u p their cou rage 
to spring this idea on Congress.

u nderstandabiy

sev en-cent rate means we’ll be 
pay ing more — for slower 
serv ice. 


Bu t that’s nothing new in 
these lackadaisical day s. And 
the people who dreamed u p this 
scheme say it cou ld bring in 
$400 million a y ear to the 
almost-bankru pt postal sy stem.

What’s more, it wou ld sav e 
millions more on labor. The 
way things are now, the real 
“ru sh hou r” comes at night, 
when mini-skirled secretaries 
flood the post office with a hu ge 
su rge of mail. 
This means 75 per cent of the 
staff has to work nights — and 
for that inconv enience they get 
a 10 per cent fatter pay check. 
Under the proposed plan only 
the premiu m first-class mail 
wou ld be sorted and processed 
at night. And it wou ld take 
fewer people to do it. The rest 
wou ld be sav ed u ntil morning 
when the day workers cou ld 
handle it. 
It might not be a perfect 
solu tion. Bu t the alternativ es 
are worse. 
One is that ex tra penny for 
first-class.

And 
another, one official say s, is to 
let “serv ice deteriorate in other

By The Associated Press 
A Nebraska law that requires 
specific markings on containers 
of “ economic poisons” probably 
will need some alteration by the 
1971 Legislature, an Agriculture 
Department

Bill Gilmore, attorney for the 
Agriculture Department, said 
LB757, endorsed by the 1969 
L e g i s l a t u r e , 
presented 
m a nufacturers 
considerable 
problems in the marking of their 
products. 
“ There are some of these 
things there is no answer to,” 
Gilmore said. 
Specifically, LB757 required 
that as of Jan. 1, 1970, con­ 
tainers of five gallon size or 
larger would bear the skull and 
crossbones with the height of at 
least 20*^0 of the height of the 
container and the antidote for 
the poison also would be painted 
directly on the can, not printed 
on a gummed label, Gilmore 
said.

Enough state laws could be 
passed that it would be im­ 
possible to design one container 
for shipment into all states, he 
said,

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'Little Round Medals Mean More Than Money 
... BILL TOOMEY, ALMOST OVERLOOKED BY AAU, PUTS PRINCIPLES ABOVE CASH

Don’t laugh, it could happen in the crazy science-fiction 
world that Woroner is creating in sports these days. 


And after you lose those pounds and don the toupees, you’ll 
resemble your 1940 selves as closely as Rocky Marciano of 1969 
resembled Rocky Marciano of the early 1950’s when he was rul­ 
ing the boxing world. 
Let's Leave 'Em Alone 
Two sports fans can’t even sit down to coffee or some 
stronger beverage and agree on who’s the best football team of 
1969 or the best boxer of 1969. 


But Woroner, seeing the financial rewards ahead because of 
sports fans’ craving to determine who’s best, has put his com­ 
puters to work trying to decide who’s the best of all-time, not 
just of 1963 or 1969. 


New York — The Ballots had been 
printed and the envelopes had been address­ 
ed. All was in readiness last month — or 
so it seemed — to poll the tribunal of 1,000 
sportsmen in the annual voting for the 
Sullivan Award, highest honor for an amateur 
performer in this country. The list of can­ 
didates had been drawn up by the Amateur 
Athletic Union some time previously and the 
goof therein was monumental. 
In some inexplicable fashion the most 
deserving candidate 
of 
all 
had 
been 
overlooked and omitted from the slate. He 
is Bill Toomey, the Olympic decathlon cham­ 
pion of 1968 and the new holder of the 
world record for the all-around. When this 
slip 
was 
discovered, 
low 
rumbles 
o f 
discontent swelled to an angry roar. So the 
embarrassed A.A.U. committeemen rubbed 
the egg from their chins and corrected the 
booboo by adding Toomey to the list in 
the reprinted ballot. 
Toomey should win, mainly because he’s 
the class operative of the field. Few if any 
of the others can match his total dedication 
and idealism. His high principles perfectly 


fit the terms of the Sullivan Award which 
annually goes to an athlete adjudged to have 
“ by performance and example done most 
to advance the cause of good sportsmanship 
and amateur athletics.’’ 


Not long ago the official bulletin of the 
United States Olympic committee reported 
part of a 
conversation Toomey had with 
Frank Dolson, his Philadelphia biographer. 
It almost says it all: 
“ Maybe if I had put the same effort 
into being a football or baseball player, I 
would have done as well as some of the 
pros who make the big salaries. But I did 
what I wanted to do. It gave me a sense 
of accomplishment. 
“ Some 
guys win 31 games or t h r o w 
touchdown 
passes and laugh all the way 
to the bank. Other guys get a little round 
medal. To 
me, what’s important is 
what 
the little round medal stands for. It seems 
to me we’ve lost the concept of doing 
something simply because it’s worth while 
in itself. We’ve become so economically 
oriented that we’ve lost sight of the real 
values in life. 


reminding them that their father won the 
decathlon in Mexico City. But they’re going 
to realize that physical activity is an integral 
part of good living — that having a sound 
body is not a game that ends when you 
don’t make the high school football team 
any more than it ends when you win a 
gold medal in the Olympic Games.’’ 


“ When I become a parent. I’ll expose 
my children to every aspect of sports life. 
But I won’t push too hard. I won’t keep 


Not even Avery Brundage, the high priest 
of the amateur ideal, could have said it 
better. 
When the charismic Toomey was still 
a novice at the decathlon, a gruelling ten- 
event test of skill and endurance, he failed 
to make the 1964 Olympic team. But he 
flew to Tokyo at his own expense — 
fortunately he comes from a wealthy family 
—for an eye-witness study of the decathlon 
competition. 
“ I’m going to win the next Olympic 
decathlon championship,’’ he promised then. 
He kept his promise. 
Decathlon men normally perform their 
exhausting chores in total obscurity for three 
years. Then they emerge from this overlong 
hibernation each Olympic year to move into 
the glamour spot of the greatest of interna­ 
tional shows. An inch over 6 feet in height 
and a solid 195 pounds in weight the blue-eyed 


Toomey is admirably equipped for this 
supreme test in versatility. 
Instead of resting on his laurels after 
setting an Olympic record in the decathlon 
at Mexico City, Toomey took dead aim at 
the world all-around record of 8,319 points 
that has been held by Kurt Bendlin of West 
Germany. Not until his eleventh decathlon 
competition of a busy year did he achieve 
it with 8,417 points. Unfortunately, it came 
a week after the A.A.U. had listed its 
nominees for the Sullivan Award, a list that 
fortunately was amended. 
The Toomey table of excellence from 
his best event to his worst shows this: 100- 
meter dash, long jump, 400-meter run, high 
hurdles, high jump, pole vault, javelin throw, 
discus throw, shot put and 1,500-meter run. 
He’s best in events requiring speed and 
agility, weakest in muscle events. 
I’ll never forget a paignant remark he 
made to me in Mexico City when I asked him 
why he tortured himself to become a decath­ 
lon winner. 
“ I think it’s fun,’’ he said. “ Besides, 
my dad gets such a kick out of what I 
accomplish. It’s my way of saying to him, 
‘Thanks for everything.’ ’’ 
Could there possibly be a more deserving 
winner of the Sullivan Award?

The 
payoffs normally will run much 
larger than returns for straight 
win, place or show betting.

Henry Brandt, manager of the 
Lincoln race meeting, said he 
doubted if racing fans would see

Nebraska the past week has 
been varied, ranging from ice 
fishing in the Panhandle to cot­ 
tontail, squirrel, and coyote 
hunting in the eastern part of 
the state, say Game and Parks 
Commission men in the field. 
Cold weather has kept hunting 
and fishing pressure down, but 
activity was expected to in­ 
crease as the vanguard of a 
warming trend moved across 
the state Thursday. 
A summary of outdoor activity 
across the state, by district, in 
eludes: 
P A N H A N D LE 
Ice fishermen can take their choice of 
several hotspots in the area. Box Butfe 
Reservoir near Hemingtord is providing 
the bulk of the action, yielding walleye 
averaging 1 pound, trout from 1 to

pounds, and northern pike weighing in at 
up to 3V2 pounds. Minnows fished near the 
bottom are the best bait, and the morning 
is the best time. Island Lake on the Cres­ 
cent Lake National Wildlife Refuge has 
northerns from 3 to 5 pounds hitting beet 
steak and liver. Whitney Lake is yielding 4- 
pound walleye and 10-inch perch, both on 
minnows, 
SOUTHW EST 
Perch measuring about 10 inches are 
hitting 
minnows 
and 
fish 
eyes 
at 
Sutherland Reservoir. Sguirrel and rabbit 
hunters are scarce. 
SOUTHEAST 
Coyote hunters are having mixed suc­ 
cess, scoring well in some localities and 
going empty-handed in others. Some rabbit 
hunters have been out, but cold weather 
has kept hunting pressure down. 
NO RTH EAST 
Rabbit and squirrel hunting in biuff areas 
has been good, in spite of cold weather. Ice 
fishing has been productive in Missouri 
River backwaters, and farm ponds are 
yielding bluegill and bass, 
SAND H ILLS 
Pelican and Dewey lakes on the Valen­ 
tine National Wildlife Refuge have been 
good bets tor angling action. Northern pike 
taken from Pelican Lake have averaged 
about tour pounds, but occasional 12 powid 
lunkers have also been landed.
